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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The Amendment filed on June 21 st , 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been 
considered. Claims 15 - 17, and 25 - 26 have been amended. Applicant 
requested reconsideration of the outstanding rejection of claims 15-27, but 
they stand rejected in the office action. 

2. The Examiner withdraws the specification objection, and claims 15, 16, 
and 24 - 27 objection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that 
an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have 
the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published 
under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 15 - 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ogasawara [US 6,123,259]. 

As per claims 15, 22, 23, and 25 - 27, Ogasawara discloses a 
system for making purchases by a customer at a shopping center of the self- 
service type, comprising: means for storing the position of each product on 
sale in the center [see abstract (e.g. the locations of desired items on 
either a shopping list) and first paragraph of the summary of the invention 
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(e.g. promotional items)], means for providing a shopping list of products 
to be purchased [see abstract, fourth paragraph of the summary section of 
the invention, and figure 6], means for determining the position of each 
product to be purchased [see figure 7 (e.g. block 314)] and means for 
providing the customer with and indication of the products to be purchased in 
ordered sequence according to a path inside the center [see figure 8 (e.g. 
location-a/b, and aisle 1-aisle 8]. 

As per claim 16, Ogasawara discloses a portable processing device 
having means for displaying a name and a coordinate, inside the center, of 
each product to be purchased [see figure 1 (e.g. block 5), and second 
paragraph of the summary section of the invention (e.g. the mobile 
terminal is a microprocessor controlled unit; LCD display panel)]. 

As per claim 17, Ogasawara discloses a computer of the center [see 
figure 1 (e.g. block 50)], the computer further comprising means for 
producing an ordered shopping list according to the path and comprising, for 
each product to be purchased, the corresponding name and the 
corresponding coordinate [see column 3, lines 55 - 67, and column 3, lines 1 
- 14], and the system comprises means for communication between the 
computer and the portable device [see second paragraph of the summary of 
the invention (e.g. the mobile terminal is further configured to 
communicate with a store central computer by means of an individually 
addressable RF communication transceiver)], the ordered shopping list being 
sent from the computer to the portable device [see fourth paragraph of the 
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summary of the invention (e.g. the shopping list is then downloaded to 
the mobile terminal)]. 

As per claim 18, Ogasawara discloses: the portable device comprises 
means for displaying in succession the indication of each current product to 
be purchased in response to a forward command [via display 10, column 4, 
lines 54 - 67, and column 5, lines 1 - 8]. 

As per claim 19, Ogasawara discloses: the portable device includes a 
bar-code reader for producing the forward command in response to the 
reading of a bar-code for the current product to be purchased, chosen by the 
user [see second paragraph of the summary section of the invention (e.g. a 
portable scanner configured to read bar code information directly from 
items being considered for purchase), and column 5, lines 1-7 (e.g. 
bar code scanner 15)] 

As per claim 20, Ogasawara discloses: the computer comprises 
means for storing a possible special offer associated with each product on 
sale [via database 55 of figure 1, column 6, lines 60 - 67 (e.g. allocate 
coupon related discounts)] and means for adding the corresponding 
special offer to each product to be purchased in the ordered shopping list, 
the portable device further displaying special offer corresponding current 
product purchased [see paragraph bridging columns 15 and 16, lines 63 - 
67, and lines 6 - 10]. 

As per claim 21, Ogasawara discloses: the special offer includes a 
discount applied to a price of the product on sale [see paragraph bridging 
columns 15 and 16, lines 63 - 67, and lines 6 - 10], and wherein the 
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portable device comprising means for determining an amount saved equal to 
the sum of the discounts corresponding to the product to be purchased 
chosen by the user, the portable device further displaying the amount saved 
[see column 15, second paragraph, lines 29 - 49]. 

As per claim 24, Ogasawara discloses signaling means for indicating 
a zone in which the current product to be purchased is located [see figure 7 
(e.g. block 314)], the portable device comprising means for selectively 
activating the signaling means [see figure 5 (e.g. process initiates at start 
bubble ISO), paragraph bridging columns 13 and 14].
